A pathetic story was told Probate 


Judge Irvine by a woman who calls 
herself Rosa Miller, and who said her 
parents' name was McQuecke, 
and

She said

ponies is the "fad" of Frank G. Thomp- 
son, banker, real estate dealer and 
broker. The second largest herd of 
these diminutive specimens of the 
equine race in the United States is 
euartered on his Lucas county farm, 
which is uot a great distance from the 
Ketchain farm, where Cresceus is kiug. 


Something about the 
climate of 


North America makes the 
Shetland 


grow larger with each succeeding gen- 
eration, and to keep the size down it is 
necessary to make freeuent importa- 
tions" of brood stock from the Shetland 
islands. 


*The demand for ponies is so great, 


and the visible supply so small, that 
tne price has gone upwards in bo.uads 
until it takes as much money to buy 
a good 'Shetland pony as it does to buy 
a good horse—say $100 to ?150. As for 
buying good stallions and brood mares, 
that is" irractically impossible, as the 
breeders refuse absolutely to part with 
their good matrons and masters. 


There are on the Thompson farm 


about 150 ponies, not one of which is 


for sale. Thompson aspires to own the 
largest herd in the world, and not only 
is he keeping his stock for breeding 
purposes, but is constantly making ad- 
ditions to it 


The head of the Thompson herd is 


Nabob, much prized because of his per- 
fect marking, and Imp, a coal black 
stallion. 


The well bred Shetland has the har- 


diness and endurance of a horse, and, 
frequently, greater intelligence and 
usually greater docility. His temper is 
more even, too; he is as loyal as a dog 
rnd is mute under punishment. 
In 


breeding Shetlands the object is to get 
a perfect little "big horse" and some 
of the best are vest pocket editions of 
the mammoth percherons, which, odd- 
ly enough, have their native 
habitat 


not far from, where the Shetlands cuine 
from.

be no suspicion of delicacy about the 
uony. and if he is un- to the standard 
of judgment used on the "big horse" he 
is considered all right If he is marked 
like a circus horse he Is all the better.

WIFE CAUTIONED HIM 


But a Mom ment Later Mr. Geisick Stumbled and Gun 


Went Off Killing Him Instantly-Prominent 


Farmer's Tragic Death. 


Dr. C. F. Legge, coroner of Licking 


county, went to the iioine of Fiank 
Geisick, a mile and a half southeast of 
Summit Station, late Tuesday aitcr- 
uoon, where he viewed the remains of 
Frank Geisick, who was instantly kill- 
ed by the accidental discharge of a phot 
gun in his own handn, as exclusively 
wire'! to The Advocate from Pataskala 
a half hour alter the occurrence, Tues- 
day afternoon. 


Dr. Legg brought further particulars 


of the sad accident, which is deeply de- 
plored in the community, where Mr. 
Geisick was one of the wealthiest and 
most highly respected citizens. 


An old family horse which had out- 


lived its usefulness was to be put out 
of its misery, and for this purpose Mr. 
Geisick decided to shoot it. He went 
upstairs and secured his gun, a re- 
markable weapon for this part of the 
country, to shoot the animal. The gun 
Is a three-barreled one. two barrels be- 
ing like an ordinary shot gun, whii^ 
the third, lying underneath the other 
two, discharges a large caliber rifle 
l.ullet. 


Mr. Geisick returned with the gun, 


and as he left the house, his wife cau- 
tioned him to be careful. He went to a 
•woodshed about 10 feet from the back 
porch and went inside, and the next 
thing heard was a shot. When help ar- 
lived Mr. Geisick was found on the 
floor, dead, the top of his head having 
been literally blown off bv a loaC it 
Miot. 


The floor of the woodshed was lit- 


tered with billets of stove wood, and 
it is the unanimous opinion of e'.'ery 


one who way acquaintdl with the sur- 
ioun'liu:;s that the 
unfortunate man 


itepi/cd on one of the.M- pieces of wood 
\\ha-li turned under lnin, and caused 
the gun to be dischaigoJ. 


Dr. Legge took the testimony of wit-

Since Mr. Geisick's death, many 


neighbors recall the fact that he has 
been greatly 'worried for some time 
over a suit filed against him for $300 by 
a neighbor, whose horse had been kill- 
| cd by a bull belonging to the dead man. 
H has even been suggpsted that the un- 
fortunate man's mind had become mor\ 
bid, but the idea that this fact could 
have had any bearing on the accident 
is believed by no one conversant with 
the facts and surroundings. 


Mr. Geisick was fortv-flve years of 


age and leaves a wife and eight <piil- 
dren. He- was in every way a model 
citizen and there is universal sorrow 
over his untimely death

Inquiries lead us to believe that there 


are trades unions which Ss a maxl-

We suspect a 
third reason is PtiJl more effective— 
namely, that as the trust sometimes re- 
duces th<* output of tbe product in or- 
d*-r to raise Hie price of the article so 
the workincroen sometimes reduce tbe 
output of 13ie product in order to raise 
tbe price of labor. Such an attempt to 
en-ate an artificial price by producing 
artificial conditions is as just in the 
one «•.!«<• as in the other and u« more a>.
